Ireland and the War. 


A distinguished French officer has just 
stated in the English Press that his 
country will soon need more help from 
Great Britain on the western front. 
That is only one of the problems 
of man-power which are now  en- 
gaging the anxious attention of the 
British Government. 
for another two years, and the concluding 
battles may be the decisive — battles. 
Hundreds of thousands of men must be 
found without delay if they are to be 
trained in time for the campaigns of next 
spring. Already English public opinion 
is up in arms against the processes of 
privilege and evasion by which thousands 
of men of military age in Great Britain 
have contrived to escape military service. 
The Government may be compelled soon 
to enforce unconditional conscription for 
all men up to twenty-five, and the general 
age limit may be raised to forty-five. We do 
not doubt that England will set her teeth 
and continue to “do her bit —but what 
will she think of Ireland? To-day, with 
the shadow of compulsion up to forty- 
five darkening her hearths, she will learn 
from a Parliamentary Paper that “the

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Said thdt, “in spite of all that, we did 
our best,” although, if Mr. Dillon has 
made a single recruiting speech in Ireland 
during the last two years, it has escaped 
ieur attention. He talked about Home | 
Rule, and the conditional readiness of 
the Irish people to fight for their own 
lives, farms, and honour; but from the 
first to the last line of his five columns 
there was not a solitary offer of spon- 
taneous service, nut a hint of recognition 
of Ireland's duty in the war. We can only 
hope that the vast majority of Englishmen 
ere too busy just now toe read Mr. Dillon's 
speeches. “This is Ireland's war,” Mr. 
Redmond said a long time ago; but here 
we have Mr. Redmond’s most powerful 
colleague declaring that it is only Eng- 
land's war—or, at any rate, that Ireland's 
help must be. purchased ; ignoring Ire- 
land's duty to herself and to her soldiers 
in the field; daring, as an ostentatiously 
unhelpful spectator, to lecture the greatest 
country in the world engaged in the 
greatest war in the world. 

Mr. Dillon and men like him are lead- 
ing Ireland to her doom. The British 
Government, still thinking in terms of 
politics and still weighing the value of 
seventy Irish votes, may still be thinking 
about “concessions” and Home Rule. In 
this matter, as in many others of vital 
import, it is wholly out of touch with: the 
English people. For England, her 
Dominions, and her Allies the only thing 
that counts, and the only thing that will 
count until it is won, is the present war. 
For them the measure of Ireland’s service 
and the measure oí her desert are the 
161,239 able-bodied Irishmen of military 
eye who refuse to fight for either Ireland 
or the Empire. Ireland has two supreme 
interests in this war: Mr. Dillon's rhe- 
torie may cloud them, but it cannot con- 
jure them away. 
honour. If she allows her Irish Divisions 
to disappear for want of men, she will 
forfeit the high traditions of five hundred 
years, and a world now in arms will not 
forget her shame when it becomes a world 
at peace, In the coming generation Eng- 
land will be governed by men who are 
now in the trenches, and they will turn a 
heedless ear to the demands, good or bad, 
of a country which failed them in their 
hour of direst need. “Ireland's self- 
interest, as well as her: honour, is con- 
cerned, . Every day by which this war 
is shortened will save her from years of 
taxation and other hardships ; the shorter 
the war, the shorter will be the period of 
distress which will follow inevitably in its 
train. Above all, if Ireland seeks to 
thrive, she must retain England’s good- 
will. Mr. Dillon said on Sunday that 
the Nationalist Party had always .worked 
to remove causes of disagreement and ‘mis- 
understanding Between the -two demo- 
cracies. It is doing its best to-day to 
create conditions of permanent hostility 
between the peoples of England and Ire- 
land. At this moment the English people 
are bitterly disappointed with Ireland, 
and the effect on their minds of the 
revelation of the latent man-power of 
Ireland which we print to-day may well 
be disastrous for this country. Ireland 
lives upon her favoured position in Eng- 
land's markets. The best Irishmen. are 
educated for export, and England’s far- 
flung Empire has never failed to provide 
them with careers. If Ireland fails in 
her duty in the war, there is a real danger 
that she will enjoy those privileges no 
longer. As Irishmen, we prefer to appeal 
to her honour and patriotism, but for 
those 161,230 Irishmen who will not fight 
the material argument may be more 
cogent. If the Allies win this war with- 
out any further aid from Ireland, we 
shall have little share im either the glory 
or the profits of their victory. 


The Week of P.ayer. 


Members of the Church of Ireland are 
now separated by one clear day from the 
clese of the Special Week of Penitence 
and Prayer which was observed in their 
Church. To-day some of them may think 
to ask themselves what difference that 
week has made in them. The. primary 
occasion for the observance of a Special 
Week of Penitence and Frayer in the 
Church of Ireland was the same as that 
which suggested the National Mission in 
the Church of England. The circum- 
stances, however, were different. In Eng- 
land the Mission has been an endeavour 
to bring back to the Church the masses 
of men and women with whom, especially 
in the large towns, it had lest ‘touch.’ In 
Ireland it has been rather a mission 
for the deepening of the = spiritual 
life of those who were already con- 
scious members of the Church. The 
results of such an endeavour are 
$carcely ponderable. Attendance at the 
services of the Church may improve in 
some degree. Earnest clergy in busy 
parishes may find a readier spirit of co- 

ration among the laity. Clergymen 
t ves may feel that the evidence of 
the stirring of the waters of Church life 
during the week has helped them to the 
exercise of a more _powerful ministry, and 
their parochial work will flourish accord- 
ingly... For the greater part, however, 
the effects of the W&k of Penitence and 
Prayer, t or small, cannot be 
or immediately.

We can 
speak of it definitely as successful in only 
one respect—that the large attendances at 
the special services which were held during 
the week, and the many signs of serious- 
ness on the part of the people which were 
cuserved by the clergy, pruved the readi- 
ness of members of the Church of Ireland 
to seize an occasion for converting into 
terms of religion the deep emotion and 
thought: stirred in everybody by the up- 
heaval of the past two years. 


Art and Charity. 


Charity books are again beginning td 
make their appearance, and we learn from 
the current number of The Author that 
they are |still a subject of controversy be- 
tween their promoters ‘and the Incor- 
porated Society of Authors. The case of 
the latter, it will be remembered, was 
that the publication of such books was 
injurious to the interests of authors, 
which had already been affected adversely 
by the war. The book market was 
damaged by the flooding of it with works 
to which authors of re- 
putation were expected to contribute 
gratuitously. A similar question con- 
nected with war charitable efforts: is now 
engaging the attention of the leading art 
societies. Artists, who are proverbially 
generous and unbusinesslike, have been 
very ready to respond to the appeals of 
the numerous war charities with gifts of 
their -works. Pictures thus presented 
have frequently been disposed of by well- 
meaning people with the vaguest notions 
of art values or the standard of the artist, 
and have been “knocked down’ by 
auction at ridiculous prices. The result has 
been that the charity concerned has not re- 


She has the interest of ! ceived anything like the money value of 


the gift, and also that the market price of 
the artist's other work has been depre- 
ciated. Dealers are beginning to take an 
anything but charitable interest in the 
matter, and are haunting war charity sales 
with the object of picking up bargains. A 
Sargent valued at'one hundred and twenty 
pounds has been sold for charity at™five 
guineas, This state of things is unfair 
both to the artist who makes the gift and 
to the charity which receives only a tithe 
of the value of the work. The Im- 
perial Arts League has now made the 
practical suggestion that henceforward a 
reserve price, fixed by the artist, 
should be put on all paintings presented 
for sale on behalf of war charities. That 
after all, however, is a mere evasion of 
difficulties. If literature and painting 
are trades as well as arts—and, of course, 
they are—they cannot establish a working 
partnership with charity to their mutual 
satisfaction, and it had better be dissolved 
altogether. 
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THE IRISH COMMAND. 


DEPARTURE OF SIR JOHN 
MAXWELL. 


We ure officially informed that General! the 
Right Honourable Sir John G. Maxwell, G.C.B., 
K.C.M.G., C.V.0O., D.S.O., left Ireland last 
night in order to take up his duties as General 
Officer Commanding-in-Chief the Northern 
Command. Lieutenant-General Sir Bryan T. 
Mahon, K.C.V.O., C.B., D.8.0., has arrived in 
Ireland with a view to taking up his appoint- 
ment as General Officer Commanding-in-Chief 
the Forces in Ireland. 


Sir John Maxwell sailed by last night’s mail 
boat from Kingstown. The occasion was o 
served by a fitting military ceremonial. Pre- 
vious to his arrival at the Carlisle Pier a guard 
of honour of fifty men of an Irish regiment, 
with the regimental colour, and accompanied 
by the band of the regiment, formed up 
on the pier. About a score of military 
officers in uniform were also present. They in- 
cluded Major-General W. Fry, ©.V.0., C.B.: 
Brigadier-General Hutchison, Brigadier- General 
Grant, Surgeon-General Ford, ©.B., D.8.0.; 
Colonel H. V. Cowan, C.V.O., C.B.; Lieutenant- 
Colonel R. H. Carr Ellison, Major Black burne, 
ete. Brigadier-General J. A. Byrne, Inspector- 
General of the Royal Irish Constabulary, also 
attended. Before leaving the pier Sir John 
Maxwell inspected the guard of honour. He 
than took leave of the Headquarters Staff and 
other officers. While waiting the departure of 
the boat the band played a number of selec- 
tions. As the steamer moved from the pier the 
band struck up “ For Auld Leag Syne,” and a 
hearty cheer of farewell was rzised.

(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
BANTRY, Monpar. 

Act tive canvassing took place in this town to- 
day on behalf of the three candidates for the 
West Cork Parliamentary vacancy.

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| Bove Fighting around 
rre, which was stall hola out when 
the despatch was sent. Serre and Beau- 
mont Hamel are both on the right, bank of 
the Ancre; the former is about two miles 
“north of Beaumont Hamel. From Serre 
to the Ancre the British front is are- 
shaped, the length being about five mileg. 
In the initial advance on July Ist the 
British front north of the Ancre extended 
to Gommecourt, about four miles north- 
west of Serre. The greater part of the 
advance hereabouts was held up. The 
Germans expected it, and the very heavy 
barrages of fire could not be pierced. 

In particular, the opposition at Serre 
and Beaumont Hamel was most severe. 
Our men got into Serre, but could not 
hold the village. The fighting in this area 
is really along the German original line, 
and the strongest part of that line. Beau- 
mont Hamel was more strongly fortified 
than Serre, and its capture is of the 
utmost importance. The ground here is 
high. It slopes away to the banks of the 
Ancre, and it commands all the network 
of trenches that lie in the loop of the 
Ancre and to the north ef Thiepval 

If I were the Censor I should not have 
allowed the publication of EE a 
Philippe Millet’s article in the ily 
Express this morning urging an extension 
of the British line in France. Such an 
extension may, of course, be desirable. 
We all know and appreciate the magnifi- 
cent heroism and indajanes displayed by 
the French in holding so great a portion of 
the western front—260 miles to our 94— 
for over two years, and we are aware that 
their casualties must have been very 
heavy. But this is emphatically a case 
in which we must await the official re 
quest of France, .conveyed through the 
a a channels (as it was when the 

ritish line was extended a few months 
ago), and not accept the ipse dirit of 
any individual, however distinguished. If 
General Joffre wants more help from 
Britain he will ask for it, and he will 
get it. _ 

But I imagine that General Joffre may 
be quite content with the present arran 
ment, which puts the whole of the British 
forces under his supreme control, and in 
this theatre of the war, at any rate, secures 
what is so badly needed everywhere— 
namely, unity of direction. If the British 
responsibility were extended to, say, half 
of the western front, it would be difficult, 
for obvious reasons, for the British Com- 
mander-in-Chief to remain - strategically 
subordinate to his French colleagues, 

The news from Rumania continues to 
be patchy. It is evident that our Allies 
are having a hard time in the passes, and 
at some points have had to give ground. 
lt is to be hoped, therefore, that the tele- 
gram from Petrograd to the Paris Figaro, 
announcing the arrival of Russian rein- 
forcements in the Predeal sector, is cor- 
rect. In the Dobrudja_ things look 
better, though the report that the Rus- 
sians have crossed the Danube at two 
points south of Cernavoda can be accepted 
only. with reserve. But it is evident, 
even from the German official news, that 
Mackensen's forces are being subjected to 
heavy pressure. ‘Taken all in all,” 
writes the Chairman of the Rumanian 
Relief Fund in the Pall Mall Gazette to- 
day, ' there is no cause for pessimism nor 
for the hysterical cry, ‘Save Rumania.’ 
Rumania's record is ample guarantee that 
she will not be found wanting in her hour 
ef trial.” 

The Lobby Correspondent of the West- 
minster Gasette admits to-day that there 
is discontent with the Government in the 
House of Commons, and puts it down to 
“the set-back in Rumania, the raid in 
the Channel, the alleged defects in the air 
service, the supposed reluctance of the 
Government to take a strong line on the 
food question, and the hesitation that is 
laid to its charge in sweeping up young 
men for the Army.” He further remarks 
that “the Government would do well to 
meet this discontent in open debate as far 
as possible, and it is hoped that the dis- 
cussion on the recommendations of the 
Man-Power Board may be taken this week. 
So long as the House considers that it is 
being kept in the dark the feeling of un- 
rest will grow. 

It is anticipated in political circles that 
an announcement regarding [reland may 
be made from the Government Bench very 
shortly, possibly to-morrow. The Home 
Secretary will be asked then to make a 
statement, regarding the imprisoned Sinn 
Feiners. I mentioned some time ago that 
an attempt would be made. to get the 
Government to distinguish between poli- 
tical prisoners and those senténced for 
offences. against the person or property. 
It seems that these representations have 
borne fruit, and possibly we may see it 
to-morrow. , . 

There may be another important an- 
nouncement in the Commons this week. 
It is expected that Mr. Runciman will in- 
troduce a Food Prices Bill, and as Mr. 
Clynes, M.P., the Labour representative 
on the Food Prices Committee, says that 
the public will not be disappeinted with 
the recommendations, some drastic pro- 
posals are anticipated. The Erening News, 
indeed, says that the Government are con- 
sidering the desirability of instituting a 
war-leaf, thus following the example of 
France, which has had “national bread” 
ever since May. In this connection it may 
be mentioned that, in answet to a Parlia- 
mentary question ‘the other day, Mr. H. 
W. Forster said that the bread supplied 
to the British soldier cost 2d. a pound, or 
even less when baked in Army. bakeries. 
That is move than a halfpenny a pound 
cheaper than the price of bread as supplied 
to-day to the general public. 

The special conference to be held under 
Labour auspices on the question of food 
prices is regarded with some anxiety by 
habeas leaders, for they recognise “that 
the feeling among the workers is not so 
as some of their 
body wish to make out. There is some 
dissatisfaction among people who have not 
benefited by the abnormal increases 
secured by many, because they feel the 
pressure of advanced prices acutely. 
Y here will be a great of talk at the 
conference, but it is hoped that the 
majority of those present will refuse to 
associate themselves with the extreme 
measures to be advocated.

manded the 5th (Service) Battalion from the 
19th August, 1914, the date of its formation, 
to the 10th January, 1916, when he was in.

cruiting for the Connaught Rangers was open: 4 
at Galway immediately after the outbreak ./ 
hostilities; a few days later authority was givey 
for the formation of a Sth Battalion ot the 
regiment as one of the new “Service” units 
the 10th Division; and on the 19th Aug 
— Jourdain was appointed to the com. 


vt the 8th July, 1915, the battalion left 
Basingstoke under orders for foreign service 
with the rest of the 10th Division. It reached 
Mudros on the 28th July, and on tke Sth Aligust 
was re-embarked and landed at Anzac (... 
This battalion was not at Suvia Bay, but was 
assigned a place with the “Anzac” troops. |i 
took part in the battle of Sari Bair on the 21st. 
22nd August, and distinguished itself by a bri 
liant piece of work in the capture of tha 
Kabak Kuyu. Some Australian soldiers later 
told Mr. Redmond that a charge made by the 
5th Connaught Rangers during that battle was 
the finest thing they had seen in the war. In 
Sir Ian Hemilton’s despatch, the seizure of 
Kabak Kuyu Well was wrongly attributed t 
Indian Brigade. A week later the battalion was 
engaged in the attack on Knoll 60. Genera) 
Godley, in a message of congratulation on its 
“ brilliant achievement ” in that attack, said 
that it was “a fitting sequel to the capture of 
Kabak Kuyu Well,” and would “go down to 
history among the finest feats of your distin- 
guished regiment.” The battalion had suffered 
severely in the earlier action, and it was found 
necessary to include even the company cooks in 
the attack on the 27th August to make up thw 
— numbers. 

olonel Jourdain relates with pride, as illus- 
trating the spirit of his men, the following inci- 
dent: Private Glavey, who was even at enlist- 
ment somewhat past the military age, and had 
three sons serving in France, when he heard 
Major Money ask who was next to get over the 
parapet, even in the teeth of a storm of shot 
and shell, answered gaily: “I have three sons 
fighting in France, and ope of them has won the 
D.C.M Let’ s see if the old father cannot cet 
one now.” He sprang to the top of the trench 
but a shell struck him, and he did not return 
to answer the roll-call. The Rangers did more 
good work, and lost many more men before they 
were withdrawn from‘ Gallipoli on the 29tn 
September. The tota! casualties sustained on 
the Peninsula, including sickness cases, were 
684. Included in this figure are the 268 casual- 
ties sustained in the capture of Kabak Kuyu 
Well on 21st August, and 157 in the attack on 
Knoll 60 and the further operations between 
22nd and 27th August. These figures are given 
in one table; in another the figures are larger, 
and presumably include men who were slightly 
wounded and remained with their unit. 

On the 10th October the battalion landed at 
Salonika, and, after very trying ¢xperiences at 
the tase camp, was sent forward to the Bu 
garian frontier on the 15th November. Abou it 
that time the Franco-British forces began to 
retire from Bulgaria before enemy forces several 
times as strong, and powerfully supporte a by 
artillery. The weather was bitter; snow wis 
deep on the miuntains, and the ground was to) 
frost-bound to cig. The 6th and 7th Decet 
were the critical days for the Connaug 
Rangers. On the second of these days the 
was broken by the inrush of the enemy.

Colone] Jourdain gives high praise to the 
conduct of officers and men in that desperate 
fighting.

Jourdain afterwards wrote: “It can

from its throat, is amazing. Such, in spite of 
the terrible war in which is engaged, is the 
ne position of Russia at the present time. 
a country, says ber Finance Minister, M. 
Barck, “is un isable; shirking has 
diminished at the mills, and the working capa- 
city of the employés has increased. -In families 
where not infrequently the reek of intoxication 
used to manifest itself in the most horrible 
forms the inmates breathe freely. COrime has 
diminished, and an entire revolution has taken 
place in the popular psychology.” 

Is this happy condition of things likely to be 
permanent in Russia? Is it likely to continue 
after the war? Speaking on the 29th of Feb- 
ruary last, M. Barck said :—' The revolution 
evoked by the cessation of the liquor traffic in 
the domain of our State economy, the novelty 
of the measures adopted in this direction, with 
their acute influence on the habits of the popu- 
lation, and, finally, the presence of huge quanti- 
ties of accumulated spirit—all this gives rise to 
fears lest at the close of the war the Goverm 
ment should be prone in some form or other to 
restore the sale of liquor. . . I deem it my 
duty to declare, in the most emphatic manner, 
that there cannot be any return to the past. 
The beneficial effects of the measures directed 
to. the ratification of temperance among the 

ople are too clear and evident, observation 

as too convincingly testified to the reduction 
of crime, t increase of the productivity of 
popular labour, ard the general improvement 
in the popular well-being due to these measures, 
for any Government to reselve to encroach 
upon the boon granted to the nation on the 
magnanimous initiative of the Sovereign 
Emperor, which has become precious to the 
popular consciousness, and has found a warm 


a therein.” 

e Russian Duma early in last July passed 
a measure permanently prohibiting the manu- 
facture and sale of all intoxicating liquors con- 
taining more than 1) cent. of alcohol. The 
measure not only prohibits vodka and similar 
spirits, but all wine and beer with more than 11 
per cent. of alcohol. It was introduced over the 
signature of no less than eeventy-eight members, 
and during the debates the great success that 
has attended the suppression of the liquor 
traffic in Russia was emphasised by members 
from many parts of the country. An effort 
was made to permit the sale of liquor contain- 
ing 13 per cent. of alcohol, but this was de- 
feated by an overwhelming majority. The 
measure is now before the Imperial Council of 
the Empire and the Tsar for final adoption. 
The supporters of the measure expect the Royal 
assent at an early date. 

What a noxious tangle of the weeds of heed- 
less inefficiency, indifference to duty, hopeless 
misery, vice, and sin would not the sweep of 
the scythe of a trenchant measure such as this

MONEY PAID TO THE TRUSTEES. 

The youngest of the three grandchildren of 
James Boyd waa still alive. On the distribution 
of the purchase money Mr. Justice Wylie paid 
out the £3,000 to the of the settlement, 
who thereupon instituted proceedings betore 
the Master of the Rolls in Ireland to determine 
who was now entitled to it. The Master of the 
Rolls held that the trusts of the settlement 
were contingent on the preservation of the real 
estates in specie the lives of the three 
grandchildren, and as estates had been sold 
there was a resulting trust for Lucy Boyd, the 
settlor, and that the sum should b> paid to the 
respondent, Mrs. Tanner, as representing her 
estate. On appéal the Court of Appeal affirmed 
the decision, and the appellant now brought 
the case to the House of Lords. 

Counsel for the appéllants—The Solicitor- 
General for Ireland (Mr. James O'Connor, K.C.): 
Mr. 8. L. Brown, K.C., and Mr. St. L. Dewtt 
(instructed by Mr. Gavan Duffy, for Messrs. M. 
J. O'Connor and Co., Wexford). 

Counsel for the respondent—Mr. W. M. 
Jellett, K.C., and Mr. J. E. Walsh (instructed 
by Messrs. Waddilove and Johnson, for Mesars. 
Little and Elgee, Wexford). 

Viscount Haldane said that the question their 
lordships had to determine was who was en- 
titled under the clause which he had read, and 
which said that after the death of 
the survivor of James, Charles, and 
Isabella, the trustees of Lucy, wnder 
her settlement, were to stand »*ossessed 
of the £3,000 for the person then entitled to 
the inheritanee. Isabella was still alive, and 
the question was whether it was competent for 
the appellants to claim that the absolute in- 
terest was now vésted in them, subject only to 
4 direction of tponement during the lite 
of Isabella, which did not matter, and to claim 
the £5,000 either as land or as money. There 
was a question between the appellanis as to 
how much it was, but into that their lord- 
ships need not go, unless it had been first de- 
cided that they were entitled to claim at all. 
It was obvious that this was a pure question of 
the construction of a deed, and that it must be 
decided on the words of the deed. Reading 
them in their plain meaning there was no per- 
son who, on the death of Isabella Lucy, the 
last of the three grandchildren, could be en- 
titled to the inheritance of the real estate, or 
testator under the trusts of the will, because 
not only was the disentailing deed to be a com- 
plete end to the trusts of the will. so far as 
regarded the land. but the land itself had been 
sold. In those circumstances there was mo 
person who in his opinion could take them 
within the meaning of the clause he had read. 
and he agreed with the Master of the Rolls and 
the Court of Appeal in Iréland. For that 
reason the decision must be adverse to the

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY'S 
MUSIC RECITAL. 


+ 

The Royal Dublin Society's series of recitals 
of classical music commenced for the season 
yesterday, when there was a large attendance 
at Leinster House to hear the Brodsky String 
Quartet perform works by Mozart, Ottokar, 
Novacek, and Beethoven. An adequate and 
pleasing treatment owas accorded Mozart's 
Quartet, No. 6, in C, but much more interest 
was evoked by the playing of Novacek’s 
Quartet in C, Op. 15, which was found par- 
ticularly entertaining by reason of its variety 
and richness of harmony, features secured by 
sound practice and not by cheap devices, To 
this work the players gave of their best, and 
they expounded in delightful fashion all its 
varied beauties. Particularly effective was the 
vivacity of the scherzp, and the fine orchestral 
depth and colouring of the hymn movement. 
At the conclusion of the quartet the artists 
were warmly applauded for a most effective 
exposition of a beautiful and virile composition. 
Beethoven's Quartet in F major, Op. 13%, his 
last, was the third and remaining item for the 
afternoon, and its performance secured a closer 
attention than it would otherwise have done 
from the fact that the programme bore a 
coficise explanation of the motive of the com- 
position, and a few bars showing the theme 
of the last movement. That movement gives a 
reflection of Beethoven s humour, reached, like 
Verdi's, in the later portion of his career, when 
those who have made some success, or at least 
a conquest, of life can chuckle at its ironies. 
The players made very clear that aspect of the 
music, while they also gave full value to the 
third movement—cantate ¢ tranquillo—which 
gained depth and dignity from the excellent 
tone of the instruments. At this time of day 
it is only necessary to say that the Brodsky 
Quartet maintain the artistic level of their 
playing, so that not a phrase of it was dull or 
lacked expression. It is to be hoped that other 
explanatory hotes will appear on the pro- 
grammes, for nome but constant and earnest 
students can keep at their finger ends, so to 
speak, the exact significance of every work, 
and an indication of the raison d'aire of one 
to be performed enables the members of an 
audience to enjoy the musié mentally, and not 
merely revel for a time in a tickling of the 
ears, solely a physical sensation. It is, perhaps, 
well, at the beginning of the series, to suggest 
that the rule set forth in heavy type should 
be enforced, for yesterday an appalling amount 
of disturbance was caused: between the move- 
ments by late-comers and early-goers, who lock 
in apparently for form's sake, and ignore rules 
made for the benefit of those who are fond of 
music.

DISCONTENTED GRAVEDIGGERS.

WAGES AND CONDITIONS REQUIRED. 

The strike of Glasnevin gravediggers is un- 
setiled. On Saturday their representatives had 
an interview with the Mayor of Dublin, 
Alderman Kelly, and Alderman O'Connor, who 
were acting as mediators, but the interview 
had no result save to show that an early 
agreement upon the points at issue was unlikely. 
What are the gravediggers’ requirements? 
The following is the latest statement of them :— 

Wages of Sos. for a week of six days, and of 
53 hours. 

That none of the strikers shall be victimised. 

That the usual outfit be given to working 
parties, with two pairs of boots a year for each 
man. 

That men who wofk on Sunday be paid 2s. 
6d. for that day and ls. an hour. 

That men who remove a corpse which has 
been some time interred be each paid 5s., which 
the gravediggers think is a small sum in view 
of “the risk of fatal consequences."’ 

That when a grave has to be sunk six feet or 
deeper a man be put upon the bank for pro- 
tection. 

That of a Saturday work cease at 1 o'clock. 

That the men be paid a sum, to be fixed, for 
the re-interment of each corpse which has been 
te rarily interred since the commencement 
of the strike. 

Our representative learns that the staff of 
Glasnevin Cemetery numbers 48 men. 
32 have left their work; 11 are working as hard 
as they can in the cemetery, and a few are 
laid aside by illness. Some of the strikers are 

rly men who have served as long as 26 
years in the graveyard. To such a pension is 
given if their behaviour is good. The workers’ 
present wages are 25s. 6d. a week, which is 
inclusive of a war bonus; three years ago they 
were 18s. It is urged, on the side of the Ceme- 
teries Committee, that the finances will not
